Trial Justice Legare, of St. Andrew’s parish, 
said that a colored man had come to him a day 
or two ago and stated that the landowner had 
threatened to turn him out; that he had told 
him to go home and stay there, and that no 
one couid evict him. Justice Legare af@iecd 
that under no circumstances would he issue a 
notice to quit or a distress warrant, at least 
under the present condition of affairs. The 
following statement by Mr. E. T. Legare, gives 
an insight into certain unenviable characters: 

Ithink it proper that the community should 
know ihe character of one of its citizens, John 
Thomson, the seed man, on King street. Ou 
Wednesday, September 1, General Huguenin and 
myself went to the armory and procured two 
tents. We pitched them on a large, opem green, 
the property of said Thomson, for the benefit of 
women and children driven into the street by the 
earthquake. We were uncertain where the 


owner was, and did not think it necessary 
to get his formal consent, as it was only

On Tues- 
cay | went into an outhouse in Mr. Allan’s yard, 
ss my home was not considered safe. I left 
be tents for the use of my servants and such 
oihers as might need. Luring my absence 
on Tnetdey nightthis man Thomson drove the 
peopie off the lot and pulled down the tents. A 
white baker in Rutledge street. jast below Canaon, 
bad bis children m! charge of« ifftle colored girl 
in atent madeof blankets, wuile be, the father, 
to the hungry 
people. His children were rndely driven out by 
this creature and ithe blankets scattered. Lear- 
pe ofthis, wenton Friday night immediately 
othe grounds and was orcered off by Thomson 
Betcre leaving I gave him wy opinionof his 
action, and! thiok the public ought to 
what manner of man is liviog in our midst.

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MORMON IMMIGRANTS, 


Fifty Saints Held as Prisoners in New York 
City. 

New YORK, September 12.— [Special. ]— 
Fifty converts to Mormonism have been pris. 
oners for ten days in this city. The last of 
them will probably be released on Monday, al! 
but five having been discharged from custody 
in batches during the past several days. For- 
ty: two of the original fifty were young women 
who bad been brought from Earope to become 
polygamous wives of Mormon men in Utah, 
Montana and elsewhere in the region of Latter 
Day Saints. They came from England, Swe- 
den, Germapy and Scotland, and were the col- 
lection made by Elder James Worthington, of 
Salt Lake, during a year’s missionary tour, 
The arrest and imprisonment of these 
women was an attempt by the board 
of investigation, led by Commissioner 
Siarr to strike a blow at Mormonism 
right here in a city of single marriage, 
Mr. Starr has strong feelings against the 
system of plural wedlock as practiced by 
Brigham Young’s people. When the famous 
Wife Nineteen came east to lecture on *Mor- 
moniem, cight years ago, sho was greatly 
aiced by him. It was ch against his will, 
after he became a member of the official body 
supervising the arrival of immigrants, to pash 
through the country’s portal at Castle Garden 
the hundred: of foreigu converts brought over 
by the preselyters at Salt Lake, and at length, 
on the arrival of these fifty, having convinced 
bis associates that zomething ought to be done, 
be boldjy arrested the whole party and sent 
them to durarnce on Ward’s isiand, which is 
one of the East river islands devoted by the 
cliy to the punishment and cerrectioa of crim- 
inals ard unfortunates. 

This move was based on the hope that a 
twist of the law might sustain it. The coam- 
missioners of emigration are emporered to 
detexmine whether immigrants are able to 
support themselves in this country, or will 
likely become paupers, in which latter case 
they can be returned tothe old world at the 
expense of the steamship company that has 
importedthem. Mr. Starr fondly imagined 
that, by a kinc ly construction of the statute, 
the ycung women brought over to be polyga- 
mcusly wived might be returned to their 
homes. He relied too, on a provision that 
criminals cen be excluded. So,the half a han- 
dread creatures were conveyed from Castle 
Garden, to Ward’sisiand, to the great grief 
and shock of Elder Worthington, who pro- 
tested in vain against the ioss of the prizes 


which his ‘persuasive industry had won. 
He had gone on his for- 
eign wission with orders from 
fifty Mormons to provide them with 


fiesh wives, and his expenses had besa maie 
good by them. He was further to get pay in 
accordance with the attractiveness of his re— 
cruits. The plan, asdiscovered by Commis. 
sioner Starr, was to exhibit the women to their 
purchasers on the arrivalin Utab, and their 
first choice was to be costliest, second choice a 
lictie less so, and thus down the list to the 
ieass desirable of the lot. “It was a horrible 
business &ltogether,” says Mr. Starr, “and we 
were justified in straining tae law to frustrate 
it.” 

The women were terrified at their unex- 
pected impiisonment. They were taken to 
Ward’s Island in big rowboats, the oarsmen of 
which were convicts, and then wera put into 
a hall usually devoted to hospital purposes. 
There they bad quarters that, by comparison 
with the steerage, were palatial, and they 
slept in clean cots instead of foul berths, 
Their food was wholesome, and they were 
given the liberty ofa pleasant yard connected 
with the institution; but they were isolated 
from their male escurts, and their lamenta- 
tions were loud and incessant. Eider Worth- 
ington was quick and energetic in their res- 
cue. He employed able counsel and went into 
court with the question whether, so long as he 
guve pioof that the women would not become 
peupere, the cotemissioners could return them 
io Europe, and whether, in the absence of 
proof that they had yet violated aay law of 
matrimony, they could be considered crimi 
pals. The decision was in his favor. The 
ycurg women have already been released and 
are on their way to their Uiah purchasers, 
eave five, a8 to whom the clearing evidence i3 
fanity. But this remnant will be reseued by 
Moudsy, and thus a vigorous blow at Mor- 
monism in New York is successfully parried.

He returned 
from Canada about ten cays ago, and was ar- 
rested Thursday night by the detectives. 
Alter hasto!d Inspector Byrnes since all he 
knows about Jaehne’s business methods, 
rot only as a° *‘ fence ”’ but 
25 4 politician, Alter ad mits 
that pe perjored himself in Jaehne’s trial. 
District Attorney Martine considers him a 
vaisable witness. Aiteris 38 years old, bat has 
aged five years lately, aud is all broken up io 
spirits, He went into Jaehne’s employ in 
1875. Atthat time be says Jaehne was in 
kurepe with two well known thieves, Curtin 
and Jim Stewart. Curtin and Stewart 
turned their spoils over to Jachne,and he 
rent itto this city. Curtin is now in a “Lon- 
don prieon, Altersays Jachne sent him to 
Cspvada for his (Jachne’s) self preservation. 
His money gave out and he was obliged to 
return. Hedad been a fugitive since May 
11 He wastakento the court of general 
sessions and remanded by Recorder Smyth 
until tomorrow.

BALTIMORE, September 12 —Ths new St. Ju- 
seph pastionist monastery, about two miles 
weet of this city, was dedicated this afternoon, 
in the presence of fully 10000 persons. Tae 
original building was burnt about two years 
ago, aud the new building is on the site of the 
old, and is the largestin the county except 
that of the same order at West Hoboken. Tne 
dec ication was by Cardinal Gibbons, who made 
an address in Englisb, in which he spoke of the 
order and its objects. The cardinal was fv!- 
lewed by Rev. Father Bausch, in German. 
While Father Bausch was speaking the cir 
dGinal passed through the corridors and blessed 
the building. 1t has been determined to ra- 
move the headquarters of the order from Wess 
Hoboken to Laltimore, and 8°, Joseph will be 
made the principal ecatof learning The new 
building cost +60,000.

WHICH SHOW THAT THE CZARIS 
UNPOPULAR. 


Divided Honors Shown the Czar and Prince Alex- 
ander in Bulgaria—The Latter Prince Get the 
Bulge on the Russian Emperor—Other 
Foreign Notes of Interest, Ecc. 


E Lonpon, September 12.—Alexander’s fete 
day wasthe occasion of great rejoicings at 
Phillipopolis. The festivities were continued 
throughout the night. Bodies of troops, 
headed by bands, paraded through the town, 
the streets resounded with cheers of the 
populace. In the evening a brilliant display of 
fireworks was made. 

At Varna, prayers for Alexander were of- 
fered in the churches. A Te Deum was sung 
at the Russian consulate in honor of the czar. 
Only fifteen persons were present. The troops 
were stationed around the consulate to pre- 
vent disorder. 

At Sofia, six Roumelian regiments were 
presented with new colors. The colors bore at 
the top the Bulgarian lion; on the borders, the 
motto, “God with us,” and on the corners 
Alexander’s monogram. After the presenta- 
tion of thecolors, the troops were reviewed. 
They made a splendid appearance. 

The Novoe Vremba, of St. Petersburg, says 
a great mistake has been committed of ths 
double celebration of Alexander’s and the 
czars fetedays. Russia, it says, will indicate 
her position preciseiy to Sobranke at the de- 
cisive moments. 

The Cholera In Italy. 

Lonpon, September 12.—The cholera re- 
turns from Italy, since the last report are: 

Revenna, 8 new cases, 5 deaths; Terre Dell 
Annapziata, 15 new cases, 9 deaths; elsewhere 
46 new cases, 19 deaths. Several cases have 
occurred in Naples and Genoa. The total 
number of cases in Italy since the outbreak of 
the cholera is 45,000, and the total namber of 
deaths 14,000. as

The Ward Regulators Dividing Out the

cover of Mayor Grace’s beneficial reform the

ing for an active and independent fall cam- 
paign. With Edward Cooper as a figurehead 
and Henry D. Purroy asa real leader, it bids 
fair to once more get on its feet and come to 
time with more than a superficial training. 
The old horse begins to feel its oats, for it has 
already virtually declared itself agains: any 
union with Tammany. Purroy is playing a 
shrewd game, Grace, with characteristic 


| wiliness, bas declared himself not a caadidate 
‘for re-election. 


Through Purroy, however, 
he is deftly laying pipe for a renomination, 
The hewspapers are unwittinglg aiding 
his seheme. They have interviewed 
Fred Loew and a score of prominent 
democrats as to their willingness to accept a 
mayoralty nomination, and, singular to say, 
all have dectined unless promised the united 
supportofthe party. All that is therefore 
necesea? y to again shove Grace to the front is 
for Pargoy to prevent a union. This can easily 
be dome, Then the play will proceed some- 
thing after the manner of the play of “Rich- 
ard 111.” Purroy, acting as the Duke of 
Buckingham, will offer the crown to Grace on 
behalf of the people, and Grace, acting the 
»art of Bichard, will throw away his prayer 
book and acceptit. The poor people will be 
cheated, as usuai, and Parroy will be lucky if 
he escapes thé fate of Buckingham. After ap- 
parently demonstrating the fact that Grace is 
ihe only moneyed candidate available for the 
county democracy, Purroy can nominate, and 
a citizens’ meeting can readily be raxed up at 
the academy of music to indorse 
the nomination, the fight will then 
be opened, with Grace asa reform candidate, 
Of course the Times wiil support him. Its ed- 
itor is hig personal friend.

The scheme was to 
turn the Centra! park hotel, an establishment 
already possessed by Bennett, into a tremend- 
ously presperous rendervouz for sporting men. 
Sullivan was to assume half the expenses and 
ricks. He had notahundred dollars tw his 
pame when he quitted Boston, and had beca 
compelled to slip out of that city*between days 
in order to escape fiom criminal and civil 
prosecutions for aszaults and depts. Bat 
neither he nor Bennett doubted that riches 


would reenulé from the New York 
rcheme. No such thing has happened. 
There are several reasons for the 


failure. The police of the precinct holding 
the Central Park botel were strictly enjoined 
bythe superintendent to permit no disorder 
in the place, and especially to enforce the 
excite Jawasto closureon Sundays and at 
other prescribed hours.

FIGHTING KITES. 


The Specialty of East India Kite Flyers—How 
They Fly Them, 


“A Hindoo” writes in the St. James Gazette: 

In India there are shops where they sell kites 
very cheap; so very few people make them at 
home. Besides, it wants a fine and practiced hand 
tomakethe thin, well balanced fighting kites 
They are made of one (equare) shape, but of va- 
rious sizes; the smallest being eight inches square 
and the largesi two feet square. The most com- 
mon and useful ones are a foot square. Very thin 
but strong paper, resembling tissqge or cigarette 
paper, ofall colors, isused for the purpose, t 
whether the kite is maae of one or different pieces 
of paper, it must be of the same thickness through- 
out, @The backbone is a straight, flat, strong, well 
finished lath, and the bow ig made of Cane or @ 
piece of pliant wood half as thick asthe backbone. 
round and knotiess. The latter must be of equal 
thickness and weight throughout its whole lengta, 
as on it mainly ,.dependsthe balanceofthe kite. 
The tail, which is merely a finish or an ornament 
is triangular or round, measuring only two or 
three inches at the longest. 

Strorg card thread is meen ee SY kites with. The 


map ufacturers sur. to learn 

the amount of cotton ead consu in India 
for this purpose; one lad vlog as much as 10,000 
yards in the course ofa year. bBilken thread is also 


used, though rarely. The kuots juining the pieces 
being meade fine, smooth, and strong, the whole 
length of the thread is diawn through a mixture 
of fine pounded giass and light starch, which 
gives ita keenedge. The dried thread, which is 
now mady for fighting purposes, is t! en wound up 
on ® wooden frame resembiinpg a spool. Great 
ingenuity is spentin making this spool or roller 
light, useful, aud handsome, 

Next, asto the motion ofthe kite. Two pleces 
exectiy equalin length to the main thread are 
tkdtothe kitc; one atthe meeting point of the 
bow aud backbone: the other, a few iache3 lower, 
to the back bone > There are two useful kinds 
of motion besidesthe ordinary straight one: the 
wheeling motion, in which the kite wheels 
round and round, and the quivering motion, in 
which its head keepson quivering side ways as it 
flies upwards, both ceipg very graceful. A prac- 
ticed hand can give to his kite either motion as 
he pleases. Of course a good deal depends on the 
proper fastening of the kite. If it wheels too much 
you must make the lower fastening thread shorter; 
or if it leaus too much on one side you should stick 
b prose of paper or fine linen to the bow on the 
othersice, Similarly thore are other little means 
t» }egulate the motion ofa kite. 

As in a)l warfare, great skill and practice are 
requied to fight well with kites, and maneuveriag 
cunts @ great deal in paper actions. Sometimes 
the eremy has certain advantages over you; for 
instance, bis bouse is higher than yours (in India 
kites are usually flown from the flattopsof houses) 
c mmandipg a gieater swoop; or his kite may be 
@ litle bigger than yours, in which cass his 
thread wili have » greater tevsion. These disad- 
vabteresone must learn to correct; but these are 
details. There aretwo methods of fighting—the 
pu)l method and the loose method. Ino the former, 
which isthe quicker and more sktlfal of the two, 
you attack the enemy by ~~ your kite ns a 
deép swoop under the other, and then ata jadic- 
ious time pullingit so fast that your antagonist 
will fail to make the poiut where your thread 
touches his loose enough by letting out his thread. 
You bavea good chance of cutting his thread 
ther. In the other method, which is more com- 
mon, aud which requir: s great paheaceand watch- 
tulness, you lead your kite either over or under 
bis, and then letoutthe thread,in which he fol- 
lovs, One hastobe carefulin this kind of fight 
as to vhbich of thetwo motions—the wheeling or 
the quivering—he gives to the kite at aifferent 


times. The chances«f winning are inc by 
a keener edge, a favorable breeze, or other 
smell advantages. One might think, every- 


thing being equal, it is a mere chance that 
you wil] eut the thread of your rival. Batin th 
as in mepy other tunings which look simple an 
seem to depend on chance, a good deal clever- 
ness and practice go to make up a fair victory. Au 
evenly matched fight ia this method lasts a 
time! bave often spent two or three hours over it, 
And great is the joy of winning. Sometimes tie 
kites go so far that you can hardly sce them, or it 
gets quite dark; in that case the fight has to endia 
an unsatisfactory draw.

\ WIENRY CRAWPORD ACQUIETED, 


The Story of the Homicide of Cal, Gordon in 
Morgan County, : 

MADISON ., September 12.—[Special.}— 
Yesterday be" trial of Henry Crawford, 
charged with the murder of Cal, Gordon, was 
conateded, and resulted in the acquittal of the 
prisoner, 

The trouble was the result of an old feud 
created between the Gordons and Crawfords 
by a dispute of a district line, Captain R. G. 
Gordon was the justice of the peace of the 
Wellington district. The Crawford family,for 
some reason, had been trying to prove that 
Gordon resided in Dogsboro district, The 
effort on the part of the Crawfords to inter- 
fere with the rights of the Gordons, so far as 
Wellington district was concerned ,engendored 
much bittereess in each family. The conflict- 
ing elements metin Madison to present the 
ease forthe settlement of tho boundary line 
before the beard of county commisioners for 
adjustment. Several times daring the day a 
difficulty between the two families was immi- 
nent, and at one time serious trouble would 
have occurred perhaps, had it not been for 
the timely presence of Marshal Few, who 
arrived upon the scene in time to avert blows. 
Both crowds left Madison about 4 o’clock, and 
when about nine miles from town, at the 
creek, this side of Dr. Anderson’s home, Jim 
Ruarks and Sam Gordon became involved in a 
dispute over some trivial matter, and got out 
for a fisticuff. Captain R. G, Gordon and 
Lum Ruarks, father and brother of the 
combatants, were trying to separate the 
fightere, when ©al Gordon, a second son, 
jumped out on the opposite side of the wagon. 
While standing there Henry Crawford step- 
ped up, and without warning settled an old 

rudge by shooting Cal through the head, and 
eieasdieety fled. The dying body of Cal 
Gordon, a noble young man, nineteen years of 
age, was taken to Dr. Anderson’s residence, 
but medical skill could notsave him. The 
cruel bullet had done its work, and death fol- 
lowed in a few hours. A posse thirty strong 
searched for Crawford. It Was several months 
before he was arrested.

SAM JONES SPEAKS ON THE CHRIS- 


An Immense Congregation Assembles to Listen te 
the Great Bvangelist-What He Thinks of 
Dancing Christians—The Way to Train 
Boys and Girle—Other Notes, Bic. 


CARTERSVILLE, Séptember 12:-—[Special.|— 
Thousands upon thousands of people were in 
town today, and the climax was réachod at 
the “Sam Jones” tabernacle. Special trains 
on the railroads brought large crowds. It was 
the last day, and people, taking advantage of 
Mr. Jones’s recovery, and the knowledge that 
he was to preach, if flocked in by thousands to 
hearhim. Every available seat was occupied 
hours before the 10:30 meeting n, and 
thousands were compelled to stand, Each of 
the four services ay was held in the pres- 
encé of a veritable, multitude, practically in- 
estimable, but many thousand in num- 
ber. Many peaapie from distant 
states were present to see and 
hear Sam Jones, and though the crowd 
was unprecedentedly great, yet the strictest 
attention was paid him. Busses and vehicles 
of every character have been traversing the 
streets and roads leading into the town all 
day. Cartersville has neyer worn & more an- 
imated appearance. 

There have been many conversions made, 
some of them of men whom people little 
thought would turn their attention godward, 
and their conversion is looked upon as al- 
most miraculous. It can be safely said that 
altogether this tabernacle meeting has been a 
wonderful one. 

At the half past ten o’clock service, Rev. 
Sam Jones preached, and took his sermon from 
the third to the eighth verse of the first chap- 
ter of the second epistle of St. Peter; aud 
preached a powerful sermon the Christian 
graces, diligence, faith, virtue, knowledge, 
temperance, patience, Godliness, brotherly 
kindness and charity. He began by saving 
that this isa very old text, but he had rather 
have a good old thing than a sorry new thing. 

“But he that Jacketh these things is blind 
and cannot see afar off, and hath forgotten 
that he was purged from his old sins.” 

“T never read that expression,’ said the 
preacher, “but what think of 
the little incident Brother Sam Smail 
told me of- bis first discovery of his near 
sightedness, he said, ‘I was 17 years old before 
I found out I was near sighted, the way it 
came about was I was standing on the porch 
with my mother, and there was a wagon 
standing on the street opposite to us, and my 
mother asked me what name it was on the 
wagon. Itold her I did not see any name at 
all. Ob, ves, she said, there isa name, but I 
eannot makeit out: so l ran across the street 
and sure enough there was & name plainly 

ainted on the vehicle. My mother told my 

ther of this and he took me toan optician, 
who suited a pair of glaseesto my eyes, and 
when I looked Ukrouarh them the- world pre- 
sented a different spectacle to me,in ali of 
its beauty and splendor thatI had not be- 
fore seen,’ “And when I put on 
Brother Small’s glasses, the surroundings 
look to me as they must have looked to him 
kefore he wore the glasses. 

“When I] read this text] am sorry for the 
man that is “blind and cannot seeafar off ’— 
when he can only see stocks and bonds and 
lands and property, and only everything that 
is earthly and rensual in its character, but 
they cannot look afar off and see our loving 
Fatherin heaven, the gentle Saviour, the 
pearly gates of the celestial city, the palms of 
victory and golden harps. Ob, Lord, give us 
all the sight that looks beyond today and that 
sees the uuseen things of thy love and mercy 
to us.” 

Mr. Jones in speaking of inefficient preach- 
erssaid: The idea of one of these little, sol- 
emp, frowning, peripatetic (that’s the word, 
ain’t it, Brother Smali? You know I never 
use these big words without referring to him ) 
—the idea of one of these little fellows going 
about preaching to the tastes of old Brother 
Finnikin or old Sister Finnikin. I tejl you 
1 could swallow you if I tried, but I~would 
spew you out in a moment. | Laughter. } 

“I sometimes think I will set my hook and 
catch one of these little fellows, but it would 
take a mighty little hook—I wouldn’t string 
him, but just put him in a bucket and use 
him for bait; he would make fine bait,” 
| Laughter. } 

Mr. Jones paid his respects to the dancers 
in the church, and said: “The Lord knows 
you have got these dancing cattle in the 
church. Now either turn them into the 
field or drive them into the wilderness. I 
don’t care how many of these sinners dance. 
God knows they ought to have a good time, 
if they call dancing such. For if they keep 
on it will be too hot to dance where they are 
going.” 

In speaking of parental duty, Mr. Jones 
said: “I have got girlsinthe bud now; in two 
or three years more they will be full bloom: 
ings young Jadies on the _ carpet. 
I don*% know how your parents feel about it, 
but I am less concerned about getting my 
daughters off than any fellow you ever saw. I 
gill board them and take care of thom as long 
as they are good girls, aud if they never 
marry it’s all right. but I will tell you what it 
is, 1 don’t care how hadly I wanted my 
daughters to marry I would not push them ont 
in certain circles of society. If you have a 
boy that wants a wife and knew a girl just 
like your daughter in every way, would you 
went your son to marry her—a 
dencing, giddy, Godless, Christless 
girl, would you’ Now, honor bright, would 
you? You say: No, Jones, I give it up. 
God knows I want my boy to marry a better 
girl than my wife raised. 

“If you had a sweet, nice daughter, and a 
fellow bad a fac simile of your boy, would you 
like to see her marry him? Let me say this: 
If 1 wanted to marry my daughters well, I 
would try to have themtaught how to bake 
bread, fry chicken and do all manner of do- 
mestic duties so well, that when persons came 
in our house they would say 
my wife was the best housekeeper 
they ever saw, when in fact it was our daughb- 
ters’ work. Then there wiil be some first- 
class boy come here, five hundred miles from 
home, and marry her. I* went five hundred 
miles to get a first-class wife from Kentucky, 
and I got her, too, 

God bless you, keep your daughters where 
they ought to be, and when the right time 
comes God will send you a son-in-law that will 
be a blessing to you when you get old,”

to ask bim in the parlor and treat him like a 
gentleman. and then go out and hunt up lit 
tle Paul and Bob to come in and see them, but 
io tell the visitor that my daughters were up 
stairs studying their lessons.

PREACHED Y&8STBSRDAY IN THE 
BROOKLYN TABERNACLE. 


<pe Grcvat Divine Resumes His Tabernacle Sermons 
ana te Greeted by an Immense Congregation — 
He Takes as Hie Subject, “Cacet Out, But 
Rescued”"—An Bloguent Sermon. 


BROOKLYN, September 12 —[Special.|—The 
Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage, D.D., preached in 
the Brooklyn Tabernacie today. His tabder- 
nacle was repainted and reupholstered aud 
otherwise improved during the vacation that 
ended last Sunday, when the vast throngs 
greeting the retura of their pastor, responded 
liberally to his appeal on behalf of the suffer- 
ers by the earthquake at Charleston. 

Dr. Talmages subject today was: “Cast out 
but rescued,” and the text, Genesis ch. xX1, V. 
19: “And God opened her eyes, and she saw & 
well of water: and she went and filled the 
bottle with water, and gave the lad drink.” 
‘The preacher said: 

Morning breaks upon Beersheba. There is 
an early stir in the house of old Abraham. 
There has been trouble among the domestics, 
Heger, an assistant in the household, and her 
sor, « brisk lad of sixteen years, have become 
impudent -ard insoient,and Sarah, the mis- 
tress of the household, puts her foot down 
very hard and says that they will have to 
leave the premises. They are packing up 
now. Abraham, knowing that the journey 
be ‘cre his servant aud her son will be very long 
and across desolate placcs, in the kindaess of 
his heart scts about putt ig upsome bread and 
a bottie with water in it. It is a 
very plain lonch that Abraham provides, 
Lut I warrant yon there would have beea 
enovgh of it bad they not lost their way. “God 
be with you!’ said old Abraham as he gave 
the junch to Hagar and «a good many charges 
asto how she should conduct the journey. 
Ishmael, the boy, I suppose bounded away in 
the morning light. Buys al ways likea chauge. 
Pcor Ishmael! He has no idea of the disasters 
that are abead ofhim. Hagar gives one loag, 
lingei:ing look on the familiar place where she 
had epent 80 Many rapyy dajs, each scene ai- 
sociated with the pride and joy of her heart, 
young Ishmael. 

The sxoiching noon comes on. Theair is 
stiflixg and moyes across the desert with ia- 
sufferable suffocatiou. Ishmael, the boy, be- 
giusto complain and lies down, but Hagar 
ronees him up, saying nothing about her own 
weariness of the sweitering heat; fur mothers 
can endure apythivg. Trudge—trudge— 
trocce. Crossing the dead level of the 
dcsert, how wearily and slowly the miles 
slip! A tamarind that seemed hours ago to 
stand only justa little ahead, inviting the 
trayelersto come under its shadow, now is 
es far offasever, or seemingly so. Night 
drops upon the desertand the travelers are 
pillowlese. Ishmael, very weary, I suppose 
instantly fallsasleep. Hagar—as the shad- 
ows of the night begin to lap over each other 
—Heear hugs her weary boy to her boson 
and thinks of the fact that itis her fault that 
they are in the desert. A star loeks ont and 
every falling tear it kisses with asparkle. A 
wing of wind comes over the hot earth and 
lifts the locks’ from the fevered brow of 
the boy. Hagar sleeps fitfulfy and in her 
dreams travels over the weary day and half 
awakesher son bycrying outin her sleep: 
“Ishmael! Ishmeal!”’ 

And so they goon day after day and night 
night after night, fur they have lost their 
way. Nopath in the shifting sands; no siga 
in the burning sky. Thesack empty of the 
filcur; the water gone from the bottle. What 
shajishedo? Asshe puts her fainting Ish- 
mael under a stunted shrab of the arid plain, 
she eees the blood-shot eye, and feols the hot 
hand, and watches the blood bursting 
fgom the cracked tongue, and there is a shriek 
in the desert of Beersheba: ‘‘We shall die! We 
shalicie!’ Now,no mother was ever made 
strong enough to hear her son cry in vain fora 
drink. tfileretofore she had cheered her boy 
by promising a speedy end of the journey, and 
eveu smiled upon him when he felt desperate- 
ly encugh. Nowthereis nothingto do but 
place him under a shrab and let himfdie. She 
had thought that she would sit there and 
watch vutil the spiritof her boy would go 
away forever, and then she would breath out 
her own life on his silent heart; but as the boy 
begins to claw his tongue in agony of thirst, 
aud struggle in distortion, and begs his m >ther 
to sluy bim, she cannot endure the spectacle. 
She puts him underashrub, and goes off a 
Low chot, and begins to weep until all the 
Cesert seems sobbing, and her cry strikes clear 
through the heavens; and an angel of God 
comes out on acloud, and looks down upon 
the appalling griefand cries “Hagar, what 
aileth thee’ She looks up and she sees the 
angel pointing toa well of water, where she 
fills the bottle for the lad. Thank God! 
Thank God! 

1. Ilearn from this oriental scene, in the 
fist place, what a sad thing it is when people 
do not know their place and get too proad for 
their business, Hagar was-mn assistant in that 
household, but she wanted to rule there. She 
riciculed and jeered until her son, Ishmael, 
gotihe same tricks. Sbe dashed out her own 
bappinces and threw Sarah into a great fret, 
and if she had stayed much longer in that 
household she would have upset calm Abra- 
ham’s equilibrium. My friends, one-half of the 
troub’6 in the world today comes from the fact 
tbat people do not know -their place, or, fiad- 
ing their place, will not stay in it. When we 
come into the world there is always a place 
reacy for us. A place for Abraham. A place 
for Sersh, A placefor Hagar. A place for 
Ishmacl. A place for you anda place for me. 
Our first duty is to find our sphere: our second 
is,to keepit. Weitmay be born ina sphere 
far off from the one for which God finally in- 
tends ur. Sixtus V, was born on the low 
ground, apd wasa swineherd; God called him 
up towave a sceptre. Ferguson spent his 
early daysin looking after sheer: God called 
bim upto look after stars, and be a shepherd 
watching the flocks of lizgut on the hillsides of 
Heaven. 


Hogarth began by engraving 
pewier pots; God raised him to stand 
in the enchanted realm of 
a painter. The shoemaker’s bench held 


Bloom field for a little while; but God raised 
him tosit in the chair of a philosopher and 
Christian scholar. The soap boiler of London 
could pot keep his sonin that business, for 
God had decided that Hawley was to be one 
ot the greatest astronomers of England. 

Ou the other hand, we may be born in a 
sphere a little higher than that for which God 
intencs us. Wemay be born inacastile, aud 
play ip a costly conecervatory, and feed high 
bred pointers, and angle for gold fish in arti- 
ficiai ponds, and be familiar with princes; yet 
God may have better fitted us for a carpenter's 
shep. or dentist’s forceps. or a weaver’s shut- 
tle, or a blacksemith’s forge. The great thing 
is to find just the sphere for which God in- 
tend<d us, and then to occupy that sphere, and 
occupy it forever. Here isa man God fash- 
ioncd tomakeaplow. Thereis a man God 
fashioned to makea constitution. The man 
who makes the plow is justas honorable as 
the man who makes the constitution. There 
i8awomwan who was made to fashion a robe, 
ard yonder is one intended to be a queen 
snd wear it. I; seems to me -that in 
the one case as in the other, God 
appcints the sphere, and the needle is jast as 
reepecta»ie ia bis sight asthe sceptre. I do 
not know butthat the world would long ago 
have been saved if some of the men out of the 
minsiry were in it, and some of those who are 
mm it were out ofit. I really think that one- 
balfthe world may be divided intotwo quar- 
ters-- those who have not found their sphere 
#56 those who, having found it, are not wil- 
ling to stsy there. How many are strugg!ing 
for & porition a little higher than that which 
Go¢ intended them. Tne bondswoman wants 
to be a mistress. Hagar keeps crowding 
Rarab, Thesmall wheel of a watch which 
beautifally went treading its goldon pathway 
wanis to be the balancewheel, and the s arrow 
with chagrin drops into the brook because it 
cannot, like the eagle, cutacircie uader the 
SUD.

tecost or tell some wanderer of the 


street of the mercy of the Christ, or of 
Magdelene, whether it be to weave a nk 
for a laughing child on a spring morning and 
call her a May queen, or to comb out the 
tangled locks of a waif of the street, and cut 
up one of your old dresses to fit her out for 
the sanctuary—do it, anda do it right away. 
Whether it be a crown or yoke, do not fidget. 
Everlasting honors meen those who do their 
work, and do their whole work, and are con- 
tented in the sphere in which God has pat 
them; while there is wandering, and exile, 
and desolation, and wilderness for discon. 
tented Hagar and Ishmael. 

II. Again, I find in this oriental scene a les- 
son of sympathy with woman when she g0es 
forth trudging in the desert. What a great 
change it was for this Hagar! There was the 
tent, and all the surroundings of Abraham's 
bouse,, beautiful and luxurious, no doubt. 
Now she is going out into the hot sands of the 
desert. Oh, whatachange it wae! And in 
ourday we often see the wheel of fortune 
tun, Here is some one who lived in the very 
bright home of her father. She had every- 
thing possible to administer to her happiness 
—plenty at the table, music in the drawing- 
room, welcome at the door, She is led 
forth into life by some one who cannot 
aprreciate her. A dissipated soul comes and 
tekes her outin the desert. Cruelties blot 
out all the lights of that home circle. Harsh 
words wear out her spirits. The high hope 
that shone out over the marriage alter while 
the ring was being tet, and the vows given. 
snd the benediction pronounced, have all 
faded with the orange blossoms, and there she 
is today broken hearted, thinking of past joys 
and present desolation, and coming anguish. 
Hagar in the wilderness! 

Here is a beautifulhome You cannot think 
of anything that can,be aided toit. For years 
there has rot been the suggestion of a single 
trouble. Bright and happy children fill the 
house with laughter and song. Books to read. 
Piciures to look at. Lounges to reston. Cap 
of domestic joy fall and running over. Dark 
night drops. Pillow hot. Pulses flutter. Eyes 
close. Aud the foot whose well known steps 
on the door-sill brought the whole household 
out at ev‘ n‘ide «rying:‘ Father’s coming,” will 
never sound on the doorsill ain. A long, 
deop grief ploughed through all that bright- 
ness of domestic life. Paradise lost. Widow- 
hood, Hegarin the wilderness! 

How often is it we see the weak arm of 
women conscripted for this battle with the 
rough world. Who is she, going down the 
streetin the early light of the morning, pale 
with exhausting work, not half slept out with 
the s)umbers of last night, tragedies of saffer- 
ing written all over her face, her lustreless 
eyes looking far ahead, as though for the com: 
ing of some other trouble? Her parents called 
her Mary, or Bertha, or Agnes, on the day 
when they held her up to the font and the 
Christian minister sprinkled on the infant’s 
face the washings of a holy baptism. Her 
name is changed now. I hearitin the shaf- 


fle of the wornout shoes, I 
see it in the figure of the faded 
calico. I find it in the lineaments of the woe- 


begone countenence, Not Mary, nor Bertha, 
nor Agnes, but Hagar in the wilderness, May 
God have nercy upon woman in her toils, her 
struggles, her hardships, her desolation, and 
may the great heart of divine sympathy in- 
close her forever. 

Iil. Again, I find in this oriental scene the 
fact that every mother leads forth tremen- 
cous destinies. You say, ‘‘Taoat isn’t an 
unusual scene, a mother leading her child by 


the hand.” Who isit that sheis leading? 
Ishmael, you say. Who is Ithmael? A great 
nation is to founded; a nation 


so strong that it is tostand for thousands of 
years against all the armies of the world. 
Egypt and Assyria thunder against it—but in 
vain. Gaulus brings up his army, and his 
army issmitten. Alexander decides upon a 
campaign, brings up his hosts—and dies. For 
along while that nation monopolizes the 
learning of the world. It is the nation of the 
Arabs. Who founded it? Ishmael, the lad 
that Hagar led into the wilderness. She had 
uo idea she was leading forth such destinies. 
Neither coes any mother. You pass along the 
etrect and see pass boys and girls who will yet 
make the eaith quake with their infiuence. 
Who is that boy at Sutton Pool, Plymouth, 
Ergiand, barefooted, wading down into the 
slush and slime, until his bare fuot comes up- 
on a piece of glass and he lifts it, bleeding and 
pain-struck? That wound in the foot decides 
thet he be sedentary in his life, decides that 
he be astudent. That wound by the glass in 
the foot decides that he shall be John Kitto, 
who shall provide the best religious encyclo- 
pedia ‘the world has ever had provided, and 
with his other writings as well, throwing a 
light upon the Word of God such as has come 
from no other man in this century. O mother, 
mother, that little hard that wanders over 
youy face may yet be lifted to hurl thunder- 
belts of war or drop benedictions! That lit. 
tle voice may blaspheme God in the grogshop 
or cry “Coward!” to the Lord’s hosts as they 
go out for their last victory . 

My mind this mornirg leaps thirty years 
ahead, and I see a merchant prince of New 
York. One stroke of his pen brings a ship 
out of Canton.Another stroke of his pen brings 
a chip into Madras. Heis mighty in all tne 
m«ney markets of the world. Whois he? He 
tits beside you this moruing in the tabernacle. 
My mind leaps thirty years forward from this 
time,and I find myself in a relief association. A 
great muititude of Christian women have met 
together for a generous purpose. There is one 
women in that crowd whoseems to have the 
conficence of all the others, and they 
all look up to her for her 
cvureel and for her prayers. Who is she? 
Thos afternoon you wili find her in the Sab- 
bath schoo], while the teacher tells her of 
that Christ who clothed the naked, and fed 
the hungry, and healed the sick. My mind 
leaps forward thirty years from now, and I 
find myee!f in an African jungle; and there is 
a missionary of the cross addressing the na- 
tiver, and their dusky countenances are irra- 
ciated with the glad tidings of great joy and 
selvation. Who is he? Did you not hear his 
voice this mcrninog in the first song of the ser- 
Vv ce? 

My mind leaps forward thirty years from 
now and J find myself looking through the 
wickets of a prison. I see a face scarred with 
cveiry crime. His chin on his open palm, his 
elbow on his knee—a picture of despair. As 
Iopenthe wicket he starts and I hear his 
ebainclank. The jail keeper tells me that he 
bss been in there now three times—first for 
theft, then for arsop, now for murder. He 
steys upon the trap door, the rope is fastened 
to bis neck, the plank falls, his body swings 
into the air, his soul swings off into eternity. 
Whois he, and where ishe? This afternoon 
pleying kiteonthe city commons. Mother, 
you are this morning hoisting a throne or 
forging acbain: you are kindling a star or 
digging a dungeon. 

A good many years ago a Christian mother 
eat teaching lessons of religion to her child; 
and hedrank in those lessons. She never 
knew that Lamphier would come forth and 
establish the Fulton street prayer meeting, 
andby one meeting revolutionize the devo 
tions of the whole earth, and thrill the eterni- 
ties with his Christian influence. Lamphier 
eaid it was his mother who brought him to 
Jesus Christ. She vever had an idea that she 
vas leading fortheuch destinies, But oh, 
when I see a mother reckless of her influence, 
rattling ontoward destruction, garlanded for 
the sacrifice with unseemly mirth and god- 
lcesness, dancing on down to perdition; tak- 
ing her children in the same direction, pre- 
puring them for a life of frivolity, a death of 
shame, and an eternity of disaster,1I cannot 
help bat say: “There they*go—there they go; 
Hegar and Sadanant ’ | tell you, there are 
wilder deserts than Beershebato many of 
the fashionable circles of this day. Dissi- 
pated parents leading dissipated children. 
Avaricious parents leading avaricious children, 
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Prayerless parents leading prayer!ess children. 


They go throngh every street, up bvery dark 
alley, into every cellar, alon every highway. 
ee and Ishmael! and whileI prouounce 
their names, it seems like the moaning of the 
death wind: “Hagar and Ishmae! !” 

IV. I learn one more lesson from this 
oriental scene, and that is that every wilder- 
ness has a well in it. Hagar and Ishmael gave 
up todie. Hagar’s heart sank within her a3 
she heard her child crying: “Water! Water! 
Water!” “Ah,” she says, “my darling, there is 
no water, This isa desert.” And then God’s 
angel said from the cloud: “What aileth thee, 
Hagar?” And she looked up and saw him 
pointing to a well of water, where she filled 
the bottle for the lad. Blessed be God, that 
there is in every wilderness a well, if you 
only know how to find it—fountains for all 
these thirsty souls this morning. On that 
last day, on that great day of the feast, 
Jesus stood and cried: “If any man thirst, 
let him come to me and drink,” All these 
other fountains you find are mere mirages of 
the desert, Para o'sus, you know, spent his 
timein trying to find out the elixir of life—a 
liquid which if taken would keep one perpet- 
ually young in this world,and would change 


the aged back again to youth. Of course he 
was disappointed; he found not the 
elixir. ut here [ tell yea this 


morning of the elixir of everlasting life 
bursting from the “Rock of Ages,” and that 
drinking that water you shall never get old, 
and you will never be sick, and you will 
never die. “Ho, every one that thirsteth 
come ye to the waters.” Ah here is a man 
who says: “I have been looking for that 
fountain a great while, but can’t findit.” and 
here is some one else, who says: “I believe 
all you say but I have been 
trudging along in the wilderness and can’t 
find the fountain.” Do you know the reason? 
Il will tell you. You never looked in the 
right direction. “‘Oh.”’ you say, “I have looked 
everywhere. I have looked north, south, 
east and west, and I haven’t found the foun- 
tain.” Why you are not looking in the right 
direction at all. Look up, where Hagar 
looked. She never would have found the 
fountain at al), butwhen she heard the voice 
of the angel she looked up, and she saw the 
finger pointing to the supply. And, O soul, if 
today with ope earnest, intense prayer you 
would only look up to Christ, He would point 
you down to the expply in tre wilderne:s. 
*‘Look unto me all ye ends of the earth and be 
ye saved; for I am God, and there is none 
else!’ Look! look, as Hagar looked! 

Yes, there is a well for every desert of be- 
reavement. Looking over the audience this 
morning, I notice an unusual number of signs 
of mourning and woe. Have you found con- 
solation? O, man bereft, O woman bereft, 
have you found consolation? Hearse after 
hearre. Westepfrom one grave hillock to 
another grave hillock. We follow corpses, our- 
selves soon to be like them. The world i; in 
mourning for itsdead. Every heart has bo- 
come the sepulchre of some buried joy. Bat 
sing ye to God; every wilderness has a well in 
it; and I come to that well today, and I begin 
to draw water from that well. If you have 
lived in the country you have sometimes taken 
hold of the rope of the old well sweep, and 
you know how the bucket came up, dripping 
with bright, cool water. AndI lay hold of 
the rope of God’s mercy this morning, and I 
begin to draw on that Gospel well-sweep, and 
I see the buckets coming up. 

Thirsty soul! Hereis one bucket of life! 
Come and drink of it, ‘‘Whosoever will, let 
him come and take of the water of life 
freely.”” I pull away again at the rope, and 
another bucket comes up. It is this prom: 
ise: “Weeping may endure fora night, but 
joy cometh inthe morning.’ I lay hold of 
the rope again, and I pull away with all my 
strength, and the bucket comes up bright, and 
beautiful, and cool, Here is the promise: 
“Come unto Me ye who are weary and heavy 
laden, and I will give you rest,” 

The old astrologers used to cheat the perple 
with the idea that they could tell from the po- 
sition of the stars what would occur in the fa- 
ture, and if a cluster of stars stood in one rela- 
tion, why, that would be a prophecy of evil; if 
a cluster of stars stood in another relation, 
that would be a prophecy of good. What sna- 
perstition! Bat here isa new astrologer in 
which I put all my faith. By looking ap to 
the star of Jacob, the morning Star of the Re- 
deemer, I can make this propecy in regard to 
those who put their trust in God: “All 
things work together for good to those who 
love God.” Do you love bim? Have you 
ecen the Nyctanthes? It is a beautiful flower, 
but it gives very little fragrance until after 
sunset. Then it pours its richness on the air. 
And this grace of the gospel that 1 commend 
to you this morning, while it may be very 
sweet during theday of prosperity, it pours 
forth its richest aroma after sundown. And 
it wiJl be sundown with you and me after 
awhile. When youcometo-go out of this 
world, willit he a desert march, or willit be 
drinking ata fountain?

to comfort him by reading some of the pages 
of their theology; but he waved his hand as 
much astosay: “I don’t want to hear it.” 
Then they called in a heathen priest, and he 
said: “If you will only recite the Numtra it 
will deliver you from hell.” He waved his 
band as much asto say: ‘“‘I don’t want to 
hear that.” Then they said: “Call on Jug- 
gernaut.” Heshook his headas much as to 
ay: 
“I can’t do that.” Then they thought per- 
haps he was too weary to speak, and they 
suid: “Now, if you can’t say ‘Juggernant,” 
think of him.’”’ He shook his head again, as 
much asto say: “No, no, no!” Then they 
bent down to his pillow, and they said: ‘‘In 
what will you trust?” His face lighted up 
with the very glories of the celestial sphere,as 
be cried out, rallying all his dying energies: 
‘Jesus.’ Ob, come this morning to the foun- 
tain. I will tell you the whole story in two or 
three sentences, Pardon for all sin, comfort 
for ali trouble. Light for all darkness. And 
every wilderness has a well in it.

The Money Crops of Georgia. 

The commissioner of agriculture has 
made an interesting investigation of the 
profits on crops raised in Georgia. 

The correspondents of the department of 
agriculture were requested recently to make 
reports concerning the best money crops in 
their respective counties. 

The answers have come to hand, and forty- 
six report that king cotton is the favorite 
“money crop.’’ Twenty-five say sugar 
cane; fifteen, corn: thirteen, sweet potatoes; 
ten, the grasses and hay; nine, oats; five, 
melons; five, tobacco; four, wheat; three, 
sorghum; two, rice; one, ground peas; one, 
ehufas, and one, broom corn. 

/ ‘These figures, like statistics generally, can 
be easily misunderstood. No doubt cotton 
puts more money into the Georgia farmer’s 
pocket than does any other crop, but the 
farmer generally finds he is merely swapping 
dollars, for the real profit in eotton is com- 
paratively small. For instance, one man in 
Carroll county reports the net profit on cot- 
ton as $5 per acre. A Gwinnelt county man 
says: “not much at present;’’ a Murray 
county man says it costs as much as the 
farmers get for it. A Hancock county cor- 
respondent remarks: ‘‘Cotton is the only 
thing we can make anything with, with free 
negroes, 8 they steal everything else and 
part of that.’’ A Warren county man puts 
it this way: ‘The best paying crop is ten 
acres in cotton, ten in corn, ten in oats, and 
five in potatoes, melons and garden truck.”’ 

The opinions given above are sufficient to 
arouse interest, and the reader can turn to 
the news pages of THE ConstiTUTION for 
the rest of the reports. 

It will be seen that cotton is the crop 
which the farmer depends on for his cash. 
He finds it easy to raise, easy to get to mar- 
ket and easy tosell. The south has a mon- 
opoly on the staple, so far as this country is 
concerned, and will always raise a great deal 
of it. What the farmer needs to do is to so 
manage his affairs that the money received 
for cotton will be hisown. How to do that 
is a question he may well study, and in that 
connection it would be impossible to consult 
@ more important array of opinions than 
those published elsewhere in THE ConsTI- 
TUTION today.

This is discouraging, but 
the Salvationists appear to be used to such 
eens, and, in fact, they rather glory in

people up; let the cadets dram, fiddle, beat 


the tambourine, or stand on their heads, Do 
anything, in fact, to attract attention ant 
get sinners saved.’’ All this is very effect- 
ive, if we are to believe the report, as the 
number of sinners converted in London last 
year by the Army is put at 10,000, 

The Salvationists hold noise to be an im- 
portant factor in their operations. Un- 
doubtedly, all this clangor and clatter draws 
acrowd, but the same might be said ofa 
circus, and of many other devices notoriously 
evil in their nature, Just how far it is 
proper to go in this direction, isa nice ques- 
tion. Itis exceedingly hard to draw the 
line, but the apestle’s injunction to do all 
things ‘‘decently and in order,’’ should be 
heeded. Music isan important feature in 
religious exercises, but how about the masic 
of theSalvationists? It seems to us that 
any demonstration calculated to disturb the 
public peace, any music amounting to a dis- 
orderly nuisance, any ranting and shouting 
that is violent and riotous, should be foown- 
ed upon by all who really have the advance- 
ment of religion at heart. It is to be re- 
gretted that the ‘‘Hallelujah Lasses’’ should 
have their hair pulled and their dresses torn 
off, but the people have some rights, and if 
the law will vot stop the Salvationists, a 
long-suffering public will be justifiable in 
falling back upon the natural and inhegent 
right of self-defense. We are not compelled 
to believe that men and women are serving 
the cause of Christ simply because they in- 
sist with blasphemous howls and savage 
energy that their mission is to save the 
world. In fact, the louder their professions, 
the more doubtful is their sincerity. Noisy 
demonstrations, vain display and self-adver- 
tising never did go together with genuine 
religion, and never will. The American 
cities and towns that have locked up the 
Salvationists as disorderly bummers and 
vagrants, have set an example that deserves 
to be followed, and its wisdom is becoming 
more manifest every day. 


Listed and Unlisted Bonds. 

Several of our esteemed contemporaries 
display their lack of information in com- 
miserating Georgia because her bonds are 
not listed in New York. 

Without going over the old stery of the 
bogus bonds so familiar to our readers, and 
to the people of the whole country, we feel 
disposed to say a word about this listing 
business. Why should we want our bonds 
listed? Whenever we have any bonds to 
sell we have no difficulty in disposing of 
them, and we pay the interest on them reg- 
ularly. Listing our bonds would notadd a 
penny to their value. Last week in New 
York there were sold $25,000 Virginia sixes 
deferred at 11? and 11j and $10,000 Vir- 
ginia trust receipts at 11{ and 11}. These 
were listed. Atthe same time among un- 
listed securieties $51,000 St. Louis, Ar- 
kansas and Texas firsts sold at 96; and 963, 
closing at 96{, and $10,000 ditto seconds 
sold at 451. So it will be seen that some of 
the unlisted securities bring far better prices 
than the listed.

A Big Suggestion. 

Mr. Isaac Cohen, of Washington city, is 
of the opinion that the prohibitionists do 
not go far enough. He has a scheme for 
sweeping the country, and suggests the fol- 
lowing plank for any political party that is 
sharp enough to appropriate it: ‘‘Weare in 
favor of the abolition of the excessive use 
of anything injurious to the welfare of the 
people, and will make such laws as will best 
accomplish this purpose.” 

It certainly cannot be charged that Mr. 
Cohen does not go farenough. He says that 
‘‘the adoption of such a blank in the plat- 
form would cause astream of explanations, 
teachings, investigations and oratory that 
would be educational in itself.’’ It would 
be more than a “‘stream,’’ it would be a de- 
luge. 

The people may in the course of time be 
educated up to the standpoint of this tre- 
mendons reformer, but it will take time to 
bring about such a revolution. The idea is 
to fence in the United States as a combined 
penitentiary, lunatic asylum and sanitar- 
ium, a sort of monster aggregation of three 
big shows under one tent, as it were. 

Of course it is possible that geome political 
party will catch on to the new plank, but it 
is difficult to see bow such a knotty piece of 
timber can be handled to advantage. The 
whole thing reminds us of Mr. Pecksniff’s 
oft-repeated admonition: ‘‘Let us be moral.”’ 
Mr. Cohen, however, is very much mistaken 
if he thinks that we mean to compare him 
to Mr. Pecksniff. Mr. Pecksniff was a 
knavish hypocrite; Mr. Cohen has not sense 
enough to be one. He is simply a fool. 


War Papers. 

It isjsaid that the ‘“‘war papers’’ published 
inthe Century will hereafter be secondary 
to other features. They will be made less 
prominent, and will be so printed that they 
will appear more like supplementary arti- 
cles to the magazine. It is also said that

This is not altogether unexpected to those 
who have considered the matter.

their mutual friendship, they have not yet 
reached the point where it is advisible to 
make a regular busingss of sitting down Dy | 


the same firesides and tearing open old 
wounds, 

The Scribner's have wisely decided to 
confine their new magazine to literature, 
pure and simple, discarding war matter and 
sectional politics, and their programme has 
doubtless influenced the Century in its pro- 
posed change of policy, But there is no 
danger that the swelling tide of war history 
will be rolled back. So long as the demand 
exists the supply will follow. The great 
dailies, some of the weeklies, and historical 
publications and one or more magazines in 
each section not aspiring to a national cir- 
culation, will be utilized for such war con- 
tributions as do not make their appearance 
in book form. So, the soldiers, who, like 
Cesar, are masters of the pen as well as the 
sword, need not hesitate to write when 
they have something to say. They will find 
publishers and readers.

ECHOES FROM THE PSOPLE. 


Karthgquakes. 

Ep1Tors CONSTITUTION: —From timeimmi- 
morial, various opinions have been expressed by 
scientists with regard to the cause of earthquakes, 
and at the present day it is generally believed 
that they are alone to be attributed to the action 
of the internal fires of the earth and not to exter- 
nal Causes, 

Professor Thompson. an English geologist of 
great celebrity, who, during many years, gaye his 
attention to an examination of the subject, in the 
heart of the mines of South America, and in 
studying into the causes of earthquakes, attributes 
them entirely to the force of electricity, and gives 
as his reasons that there is an electric battery in 
the clouds and one in the crust of the earth, the 
former being positive and the latuer negative, and 
that the convulsions of the earth are caused bythe 
electric force, which proceeds from the conjunc- 
tion of these batteries, 

In a voluminous work upon the subject of Elec- 
tro-Galvanism, he lucidates his theory insucha 
manner as to makeit clear and explicit to the 
minds of thore perrons who reside in a section of 
country where earthquakes are common, and who 
can determine the results of the electric force. 

Among the many conflicting 0; inions expressed 
by scientists with 1egard tothe recent earthquake, 
none are, to my mind, more plausible, than that 
promulgated by Professor McGee, of the United 
States Geological Survey, in which he attributes 
the displacement of the earth's surface to a land 
slide, caused by a change in the character of the 
bottom of the ocean—at a distance of over one 
hundred miles from the seashore, upon which the 
strata of earth, formed by theaccumulation of dis- 
intergrated quartz rock and earthy matter from 
piedmont range of mountains have - rested during 
past ages.

On an incline from the sea-shore tothe bottom of 
the ocean, and having as its base one of the moun- 
tains with which the bottom of the ocean abounds. 
Once remove the mountain and a slideof the 
mass naturally occurs.

thoroughly conversant with its peculiarities. His 
conclusions were those arrived at by Professor Mc- 
Gee, viz: That at some time in the future, the 
strata of earth, from the disintegrated rock and 
earthy matter of the mountain range, would 
become displaced by transformation of tne bed of 
the Atlantic ocean, aad that a land-slide would 
oceur. 

Until the portion of land which has changed its 
base and found a resting place at the bottom of 
the ocean sball have become settled, it is umatural 
to presume that the disturbances which have oc- 
curred will continue to be felt: but I think we 
need apprehend no danger from them, and that 
the main trouble is over. Owing to the expan- 
sion of the surface of the earth during the coming 
winter, caused by atmospheric changes, we may 
expect a continuance of very slight disturbances; 
but it is very evident tome that there will be no 
recurrence of earthquakes on the Atlantic coast 
for ages to come. 

The earthquakes on the Pacific coast are of con- 
stant occurrence, and are in nowise to be asso- 
ciated with the recent occurrence on the Atlantic 
coast. They extend throughout the coast range of 
mountains, and are simply the vibrations of the 
disruption of the earth's surface on the coast of 
South America. 

The coast range extends along the Pacific coast, 
for the distance of 1,200 miles, and is on an averaze 
2,000 feet high. It has been excavated to the depth 
of over 2,000 feet, and has a base “as solid as the 
eterna) hills.’’ 

The distance from the sea coast to the foot hill of 
the mountains is, on an average, forty miles. And 
the western portion of our continent is now and 
will continue tobe, in a great measure, free from 
the encroachments of the sea and from the occur- 
rence of landslides, asthe mass of rocks in the 
mountains forms a perfect bulwark and protects it 
from volcanic and other disturbances. Respett-

Mr. Gibbons received a letter yesterday from Mr. 
Joseph G. Anderson, his associate counsel at Keo- 
kuk, that Judge Lore admitted the prisoner to bail 
Monday, so that “Stormy” is again at liberty. 

Judge Lore, in announciog his decision in the 
power of the court to admit to bail a person com- 
le for contempt by a judge of the state court, 


The question depends upon the federal statute, 
This statute differs from many statutes on this sub- 
ject which require the judge or court to issue the 
writto bring the prisoner before the court and 
determine the iegality of the imprisonment after 
a return of the writ. This is peruaps in part to 
avoid conflicts between the state and federal 
courts, which should always be avoided. But a 
judge may errin refusing to issue the writ, and 
to cover this contingenc an appeal is 
provided. But what is to be done with the pris- 
oner pending the appeal’? If he hasa right to be 
delivered, that is a sacred right which should not 
be denied or postponed. And there may be con- 
siderable delay before the appeal can be decided. 
The statute yd in section 765 provides 
thatthe appeal shall be taken on such terms for 
the Custody and appearance of the person alleged 
to be in prison or confined or restrained of his 
liberty asthe court may prescribe. This provides 
for fixing terms, both for the custody and appear- 
ance ofthe prisoner. If an offense was not a 
bailable one, like murder, the court, of course, 
wou'd provide for his being held in custody pend- 
ing the appea!. Butif, on the other hand, the of. 

- fense is one less grave and of a character ordinarily 

bailable, then the court will admit him to bail. 
The authority under which he is held by the 
state authorities being for the time being null and 
void, unless the federal court makes provision for 
his appearance he would necessarily go free. If 
he is not admitted to bailand is allowed to re- 
mainin the custody of the state court, his sen- 
tence may expire before the appeal could be 
heard, and thusthis great ory @ might alto- 
gether fail.*Furthermore*She might be subjected to 
great embarrassment in Dar mae his appeal if 
he was allthetime confined in jail. He might 
bea rman and it might be absolutely neces- 
Sary 1n order to prosecute his appeal to be able to 
earn some money. Then, too, his tacilities for 
consulting counsel and prepariag his evidence 
would be greatly abridgea. It follows that Mr. 
Jordan should be admitted to bail. 


CULTURED CRIMINALS. 


The Histery of Two Educated Bank RKob- 
bers, 
From the New York Commercial Advertiser. 


It is a mistake to suppose that criminals of 
the higher grade, like burglars, forgers and bank 
robbers, are Coarse, ignorant, vulgar men. If they 
were, they would not suceeed; their dishonest 
trade requires intelligence, mental training, and 
alarge amount of self-restraint. Many of them 
have been cleyer mechanics, while some are cul- 
tured and of good antecedents. Louis C. Cler- 
mont, the notorious bank robber, who died three 
years ago, was a southerner by birth, his parents 
being rich and highly respectable. He was acol- 
lege graduate; but being withoyt principle and 
extravagant, his father got tired of furnishing him 
with money, and he determined/to get it for him- 
self by whathe thought the easiest means. He 
became ac\uainted with several notorious forgers 
and check-raisers, adopted their calling, and 

rofited by it. He went abroad, and in Germany 
ell in with Max Shinburn,a noted bank rob- 
ber, who got rich by plying his professior 
here, crossed the sea, purchased the title of baron, 
and settled down as a member of the old aristoc- 
racy. Clermont probably gained valuable knowl- 
edge from Shinburn. He returned to his native 
land, took up his abode in Philadelpbia, and by 
his handsome person, agreeable manners and 
bright eonvyersation gained some social position. 
He assumed to be a Cuban refugee, and his dark 
eyes, hairand complexion, with his fluency in 
Spanish, assistedthe assumption. He paid court 
toa pretty widow, Mrs. Joseph Dumel, and mar- 
ried her. They decided to go abroad for a bridal 
tour. She got her valnablies, together with $20,000 
in cash, and they were ready to start, when he 
asked her to carry a note somewhere for him, 
while ne took charge of he’ things: When she re- 
turned, he had disappeared. He was engaged in 
several bank robberies afterward, under the name 
of Colonel] Ralph Pollard, formerly of the Louisiana 
Tigers. In onefof these he was arrested, sent to 
prison for twelve years, and ended his life there. 

George Leslie, alias George Howard, was another 
educated bank :obber. who had an extraordinary 
career. Born in this state, he received a classical 
education in the west. He went into business in 
Milwaukee and San Francisco, but, aot relishing 
it, joined several accomplished burglars, and ex- 
celied themin shrewdness, coolness, and enter- 

ise. He took part in robbing the Beneficial 

vings fund, Philadelphia, of $1,000,000, and after- 
ward cut a prominent figure there as a gentleman 
of scholarly tastes and independent means. He 
spoke several languages, and h’s address was in- 
sinuating and wholly deceptive. He married a 
fine woman of position. who was horrified when 
she learned the true character of her husband. 
He was suspected of killing two cashiers, and of 
various big robberies, which he conducted so ad- 
roitly as toavoid punishment. He was found dead 
notlongegobya Lovug Island highway with a 
istol at his side andabullet through his head.

panions in crime from jealousy. He was a great 
favorite with women of a certain sort,and made 
the most of his favoritism.

Grorota.—By Henry D. McCDANIEBL, Governor 0 
said State: 

Whereas, The general assembly, at its last session 
anes the following acts, to wit; 

n act to amend the constitution of the state of 

Georgia by striking therefrom paragraph 15, sec- 

tion 7, article 3, 

Section I, Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted by 
the authority of the same, that the constitution of 
this state be amended by striking therefrom para- 
graph 15 of section seven (7), article three sf) 
which reads as follows, to-wit: Paragraph XY. 
All special or local bills shall originate in the 
house of representatives. The speaker of the 
house of representatives shall, within five days 
from the organization of the: l assembly, 
appoint a committee, consisting of one from each 
congressional district, whose duty it shall be to 
consider and consolidate all special and local bills, 
on the same subject, and report the same to the 
house; and no special or local bill shall be reaa 
o: considered by the house until the same has been 
reported by the committee, unless by a two-thirds 
vote; and no bill shall be considered or reported 
to the house by said committee, unless the same 
shall have been laid before it within fifteen days 
aiter the organization of the general assembly, ex- 
wae by a two-thirds vote. 

ec. JL. Be it further enacted, That whenever 
the above proposed amendment to the Coustitution 
shall be agreed to by two-thirds of the members 
elected toeach of the two houses of the general 
assembly, the governor shall, and he is hereby au- 
thorized and instructed to cause said amendment 
to be published in at least two newspapers in each 
congressional district in this state for the period of 
two months next preceding the time of holding 
the next general election. 

Sec. 1II, Be it further enacted, Taat the apove 
propored amendment shall be submitted for ratifi- 
cation or rejection to the electors ot this state at 
the next general election to be held after publica- 
tion, as provided for in the second section of this 
act, in the several election districts in this state, 
at which election every person shall be entitled to 
vote who 1s eatitled to vote for members of the 
general assembly. All persons voting at said elec 
tlon in favor of adopting the proposed amend- 
ment tothe constitution shall write, or have priat- 
ed on their ballots the words, ‘'For ratification of 
the amendment siriging paragraph 15 of section 
7, article 8, from the constitution;" and all persous 
opposed to the adoption of the aforesaid pro 
amendment shall wriie, or bave printed on their 
ballots the words, “Agaiust ratification of tae 
amendment striking paragrapn 15 of section 7, 
article 3, from the constitution.”’ 

Sec. lV. Be it further enacted, That the governor 
be, and he is hereby authorized and dicected to 
provide fcr the submission of the amendment pro- 

ed inthe first section of this act to a Vote of 
tbe people, as required by the constitution of this 
state. in paragraph 1, section 1, of article 13, and 
by this act, and if ratified, the governor shall, 
when he ascertains such ratification from the 
secretary of state,to whom the returnsshall be 
referred in the same manver as in Casesouf election 
for members of the general assembly, to countand 
ascertain the result, issue his proclamation forthe 
period of thirty days aunouncing such result and 
declaring the amend ment ratified. 

Sec. V. Beit further enacted, That all laws and 
parts of laws in confiict with this act be, and tae 
same are hereby repea.ed. 

Approved September 24, 1885. 

A nact to amend the iast sentence of article 7, sec- 
tion 1, paragraph 1, of the constitution of 1877. 
Section I. Beit enacted by the general assem- 

bly of the state of Georgia, That the last sentence 
of article 7, section 1, paragraph 1 of the constitu- 
tion of 1877 be. and thesame is hereby amended 
by adding thereto at the end of said sentence the 
following words, “And to make suitable provision 
for such confederate roldiers as may have n per- 
manently injured insuch service,’’ so that said sen- 
tence when so amended shall read as follows: ‘‘To 
ae the soldier who lost a limb or limbsin the 
military, service of the confederate states with 
suitable artificial limbs during life, and to make 
suitable provisions for such confederate soldiers as 
~ 4 have been permanently injured in such ser- 
vice.* 

Section II. And be it further enacted, That if 
this amendment shall be agreed to by two-thirds 

of the members elected to each of the two houses, 
the same shall be entered on their journals with 
the ayes and nays taken thereon; and the governor 
shall cause said amendment to ®e published injone 
or more Dewspapers in each congressional district 
for two months previous to the next general elec- 
tion; and the same shall be submitted to the people 
at the next general election; and the legal voters 
at said next general election shall have inscribed 
or printed on their tickets the words, ‘‘ratification”’ 
or ‘‘non-ratification,’’ asthey may choose to vote; 
and if a majority of the voters qualified to vote for 
members of the general assembly, voting thereon, 
Shall vote in favor of ratification, then this amend- 
ment shal) become a part of said article 7, section 
1, paragraph 1 of the constitution of the state, and 
the governor shall make a proclamation thereof. 

Section I1J. Beit further enacted, That all laws 


and parts of laws militating against the provisions 
of this act be, and the same is hereby repealed. 

Approved October 191h, 1585.

of the audience, Harry is a manly little fel- 
low and was proud of the honor he received. 
He is anoble son of a wortby sire, 

Mr. J. C. Courtney, superintendent of the 
First Methodist Church Sunday school, was 
present-and gave a cordial invitation to the 
teachers of Trinity school to come over in the 
afternoon to Major Slaton’s lecture on the les- 
sen of the following Sabbath. This arrange- 
mentis entered into by both schools, the 
teachers of the First Methodist school atten d- 
ing Major Slaton’s lecture in the morning at

In my warfare with the forces of evil, I 
have always found that every unjust assault 
m:de upon me, every falsehood intended to 
injure me, has been overruled by a merciful 
God to my good and to 
the good of his cause, The truth of Christ’s 
divinity is today stronger than ever, In the 
text John makes clear declarations of Christ. 
lst, that he existed from the beginning. I 
cannot define eternity. My soul stands hushed 
before this awfulmystery. Amidthis awful 
mystery one though: is clear, He who is eter- 
naiis divine. Christ is God. Long before uni- 
tarianism sprung up the humanity of Christ 
Was questioned. It was asserted that his hu- 
manity was a phenomenon,a corporeal appear- 
ance, an insubstantial shape, floating before 
mortal vision and out of view. This false idea 
kindled the fires of indignation in the bosom 
of the grand old apostle at 
Ephesus and made him again eloquent in his 
old age. Virtue is a true element of eloquence. 
Without virtue the most brilliant works are as 
the lightning’s flash. Icommend this ides 
to some of eur young parvenus who essay to 
put Gown the preacher. They are beating the 
air in a foolish endeavor. The people know 
that behind their empty words and purpose- 

less aims, their is no depth of character, no 
broad platform of truth, no granite of noble 
principle. 

Again, He is the word of life. So Christ is 
the expression of God. In nature God is im- 
mensity. Where amid earth’s vast forms or in 
the starry heights can my troubled spirit find 
itsGod’? Christ revealstome a personal God. 
On his shoulders I am leaning my head and 
breethe my life out sweetly there. In the 
fulness of time Christ came out from the 
depths of mystery and made man to know his 
God. ‘Through Christ we can come as friend 
to friend, bringing Him into the closest com- 
munion with Gd. He reveals more, the love 
of God toman. When life on earth is ended 
His life and glory will fill our souls. I believe 
that these eycs shal) see His face.

Just herea little scientific information— 
sugar coated, of course—will not be out of 
place. Nasmith, the celebrated English sci- 
entist, who has written more interesting 
things about the moon than anybody else, 
has never mentioned such phenomena as 
those seen by THE CONSTITUTION’S reporter 
last night. Jules Verne, the celebrated 
French unscientific munchausen, even in his 
“Trip to the Moon,” failed to see any such 
phenomena. The fact is, lumimous bands 
have often been seen around the moon--ap- 
parentiy around it; for, of course, they were 
really in the clouds far beneath it—but. the 
reporter remembers no recorded instance of 


the 
FORMATION OF A PERFECT RAINBOW 
by the doubly reflected light of the moon. 

The moon is the nearest of the earth’s satel- 
lites. All its light is unsnbstantial, being but 
the reflection of that thrown uponit by the 
sun. It is 238,818 miles from the earth. Under 
favorable conditions, the telescope brings it to 
within about 120 miles from the earth. Ob- 
servations under such conditions reveal upon 
the surface of the moon a scene of the wildest 
desolation. In-every direction are circular 
caveins or pits, many of enormous size. The 
inner walls are commonly steep, and their 
depth often frightful, being many thousand 
feet. Inthe center commonly arises a coni- 
cal mountain. There are great rings of moun- 
tains, enclosing areas of forty to one hundred 
and twenty milesin diameter. From these 
ranges shoot up studendeous peaks, one to the 
height of 16,000 feet. 

In 1840 Dr. J. W. Draper, of NewYork, first 
succeeded in 

' PHOTOGRAPHING THE MOON, 

With a telescope five inches in aperture, he 
obtained pictures on silver plates, and pre- 
sented them to the lyceum of natural history 
of New York. Subsequently, others succeed- 
ed in obtaining photographs. 

In liturature, since the time the witch role 
skyward on a broom, and even previous to 
that interesting event, the moon has had a 
prominent place. Poetry has ten thousand times 
been inspired by “the pale moon,” and the 
same influence hes cansed countless “soft noth- 
ings” to fall from the lips of lovesick swains— 
“coft nothings,” of course, not to be classed as 
literature; thatis, not always. It seems a 
pity that the moon, so beautiful and so inspir- 
ing to the makers of literature—and to loyers 
—should be considered, by some, responsible 
forlunacy. But the fact remains that from 
“luna,” the moon of the Latins, comes lunacy 
aod lunatic.

Burglars entered Gloer & Co.’s retail fam. 
ily grocery store at 107 West Peters Street ing 
night, and after pilfering the cash drawer ang . 
selecting what suited their fancy, fired the 
building and then escaped. a 

The attempted arson was discovered alter 
the fire department reached the ba, he 
building. “a 

About two o’clock this morning a w . 
man atthe East Tennessee road donee aa 
heavy black smoko escaping from the build. 
ing and rung in the alarm from box 53, locate — 
ed at the Peters street crossing. The fire de. 
partment responded promptly to the eall 
and retched the building just as the 
flames were taking a good hold opon 
it. The building was so ful! of black stifli 
smoke, that it was impossible almost to outer 
the store. The flames were working upon the 
shelving, counters and floor, and were jast 
reaching into the ceiliag when Chief 
Joyner gotthe first stream upon them, The 
fight wes a stubborn one fora few mina 
butan abundance of water jadiciously ap- 
plied toon began to assert itsef, and after ten 
minutes hard work the flames were well under 
control. The fight was continued 
until the fire was entirely out, and thea an 
investigation was made. The rear door of 
the store was found standing wide open, aad 
anexamination showed that the lock had 
been breken off, holes bad been bored through 
the door and that it had been forced open, 
The money drawer was found upon the 
counter and Wasempty. The drawer ha; the 
burglar atiachment, and when it was closely 
ecrutinized no evidence of force in removing 
was fcund. Ithad not been torn from. itg 
place, but had been removed by tho burglars 
etriking the combination through acci ‘ent, or 
porsibsy through the neglect of the clerk who 
wes at the diawer last and not closing it 
tight. The drawer when placed back in its 
piece worked all right, and when an attemot 
wes made to pull it out again the bell sound. 
ec the alarm and the drawer could not be red 
moved. Matches, some half burned and 
others untouched, were scattered all over the 
countér while the smell of coal oil pervaded 
ibe entire room. In one corner of the room a 
box filled with straw and blocks gata- 
rated with kerosene was found. The 
box was half consumed. The stock 
of goods was scattered about promiscuously 
showing that burglars had looked well around 
for what they wanted. Outside the rear door 
in the back yard a sack filled with cigars, 
canbed goods, tobacco, etc , was found, which 
the burglars dropped in their hurried flight 
after firing the building. The general ap. 
pearance of the place was taken as indispata. 
ble evidence of burglary and attempted arson, 
and Chief Joyner sent a messenger to police 
headquarters hurriedly. Captain Moon wag 
quickly upon the scene and at once took 
charge of the building and began sifting the 
matter. Some one living near the build. 
ing heard a noise in the store some time be- 
fere the alarm was given but so far the officers 
have discovered no clue. 

The building isa one-story brick located 
immediately west of the railroad track. It 
belongs to Mrs. Cox, and was damaged only 
slightly. The stock of goods was worth 
probably $1,500, and was considerably dam- 
aged by fire and smoke. The amount of 
damege is unknown.
